to be attached to the question in all its bearings, yet no one is found 
to come forward and take any active measures to effect this desirable 
object. On the other hand, if that a duty was to be imposed or re- 
duced on the export or import of metals, we should find that meet, 
ings would be held of the principals or agents of the several smelt- 
ing-houses—deputations appointed—interviews granted with the 
Minister— memorials submitted, and their importance enforced by 
the representatives of our mining districts. What reason, then, we 
would ask, is there, that at this moment such a course should not 
be adopted by the miner? To this we can offer no other reply than 
that which naturally forces itself upon us, viz.—that there is nobody 
who feels a sufficient interest to take up the question, But, we 
would further ask— Does it not behove those representatives in the 
House of Commons, whose constituencies are so seriously affected 
by the qeustion, to collate information, and bring it before Parlia- 
ment? We consider that it does, and more especially the members 
for Ireland, 

It is hardly necessary for us to say that we trust the recommen. 
dation conveyed in our Journal of the 2d inst., and the arguments 
put forward by our Correspondents, will be considered deserving the 
attention of those having power and influence, whether interested

We have heard, within the past week, that measures are being 
resorted to at one of the smelting establishments near Swansea for 
extracting the sulphur from the ores, which promises to be 
attended with success. We shall be happy to report the result 
of the experiment—which is, we are given to understand, being 
tried by Dr. Scuaruagutt, who has the character of being 
a gentleman of considerable scientific attainments. Several plans 
have been suggested, hut we believe none yet adopted by the 
smelters successfully. We recommend to the house in question, 
to try some of the sulphur ores of “ Wicklow”—we mean those 
which would be ordinarily rejected by the smelter. 

In closing our remarks on this subject for the present, we have 
again to impress on the miner its importance, as enabling him to 
try otherwise unproductive ground, and, if our Correspondents will 
only place us in a position, by rendering every information in their 
power on the subject, to be useful to the miner, we will endeavour 
to do justice to the cause, and trust that our report will justify the 
character which we have on other occasions taken to ourselves— 
that of being the legitimate supporter and protector of the mining 
interests, 








We have had occasion, in more than one instance, to animadvert 
on the conduct of the directors of pubiic companies in declaring 
dividends out of the capital, thereby giving a false value to the 
shares into which the company is divided, while those “ behind 
the curtain,” as in the ease of the “ English Mining Company,” 
availed themselves of their knowledge to dispose of their interest 
at high prices, and thus misled the public, who were induced 
to believe that the dividends declared were from profits. The 
system being exposed, the result is one alike destructive to the 
interests of the miner as of the adventurer, from the want of con- 
fidence which it engenders. With all the checks and advantages 
expected to be derived by a London management, it is manifest 
that London directors too frequently look to office and “pune. 
tuality money,” rather than expose the nakedness of the 
concern, and that they are more disposed to declare dividends 
out of capital than not declare them at all—hence the mischief 
which arises, and the distrust manifested by the adventurer, 
Another evil is, that when dividends cannot be legitimately made 
from the fair working of the mine, and exploring ore ground 
with the view to discoveries, other courses are pursued, with the 
view of keeping up the sales for a given time, and thus to put off 
the evil day. 

In again drawing attention to a system, so injurious to the 
miner and the adventurer, we have to lament it is not confined to 
mining companies, but that the laxity of the system, and the 
apathy of shareholders, have allowed similar abuses to creep into 
our scientific institutions. We noticed last week that papers had 
come into our hands reflecting on the conduct of certain parties 
connected with the “ Adelaide Gallery,” and we only perform 
a duty imposed on us as public journalists, in protecting and 
supporting the interests of science (whether applied to mining 
industry or other branches), by exposing abuses where they are 
found to exist.

y the committee is, ‘‘ that altogether, the amount of not less than 
11,4614. is due from Messrs. Annort, Baicxwoon, and Suaw, to the 
corporate society. To obtain the payment of this sum, got to advert to 
200/. per annum remuneration or ** punctuality money,’’ the greater por- 
tion of whici wes Sreceived by the above-named parties, proceedings 
have been instituted, and a bill has been accordingly prepared and filed 
by Messrs. Farsurixips, to which Mr. P. H. Anporr (a gentleman 
holding the appointment of *‘ official assignee"’ of the Court of Bank. 
raptey) demurs. Mr. Saaw, itis said, ‘* either joining in or taking ad 
vantage of the demurrer.’’ The demurrer comes on for hearing, we are 
given to understand, on the 27th inst., when we may expect further 
information may be elicited, and the merits of the case farther developed 
by statements of the respective counsel employed. The three defeadants, 
it appears, were the original proprietors before the charter was granted, 
and by which they were appointed as managers, which offices they re- 
tained until proceedings were taken, when they resigned. 

Such is an outline of the proceedings of the council of this so- 
ciety, and such the unfortunate position in which the institution is 
placed. With the view of avoiding the expenses and deleys, with 
doubts, which are ever to be calculated upon from proceedings in 
Chancery, a compromise was proposed on the part of Messrs.

the 15th ult., when it was resolved, “ that in the opinion of the 
meeting no sufficient case had been made out to justify the ac- 
ceptance of the offer.” An amendment, however, having been 
moved and seconded, to the effect “‘ that the offer be accepted,” 
a poll was demanded, and the 29th ult. appointed for taking the 
same, when the amendment was negatived by a majority of four- 
teen votes, 

We here find the proprietors to act with a due regard not only 
to the interests of the society itself, but with a regard to justice. 
We presume the defendants, in offering a compromise, were led to 
expect that the proprietors, in this instance, would follow the ex- 
ample of the shareholders in the “ English Mining Company,” who 
required the moral cou to expose acts which—in that case at 
least—were admitted to be, if not criminal, highly censurable, and 
be content to accept the offer. 

We will now venture to submit a plan for the raising of further 
capital, and restoring the institution to a position which will en- 
able it to foster science, and promote the objects which the sub. 
scribers bad in view, but of which the projectors unfortunately ap- 
pear to have lost sight. Let the shareholders consider, with all 
their appliances, whether they might not combine with the objects 
already partially carried out, the establishment of a“ School of 
Mines,” which would bring not only capital stock into the under 
taking, but would, by its models of machinery, and specimens 
connected with the sciences of geology aud mineralogy, form an 
interesting and important feature, and one well deserving the en- 
couragement and support of Government. Already has a loca! 
institution of thie nature been established by Sir Cuances Le- 
MON, Bart., M.P., in the county of Cornwall, on which we bope 
to say a few words on an carly occasion. We have here the germ, 
let it be nourished, and we may yet be able to reap the frait from 
the tree of science planted by the supporters of the “ Adelaide 
Gallery” denuded of its monstrosities, and imbued with refreshed 
Vigour—such we trast to see an institution which is national in its 
character, and which well merits a nation’s support.

METHOD OF OBTAINING SULPHUR, &e., FROM ORES IN 
IRELAND. 





TO THE KDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 
Sin,—Having read your observations on “ Sulphur Ores,"’ contained 
in your Journal of the 2d inst., and fiading you particularise those found 
in Ireland and Wales, 1 beg to offer you the following information as to 
the mode formerly adopted in the county of Wicklow, for procuring both 
sulphur and copper from the poor ores, abounding in vast nt might almoat 
say, inexhaustible) quantities in the mines now at work there, 

The mode of extracting the sulphur was as follows ;—Kilns being built 
with rough stone and clay mortar, in shape either cylindrical or circular, 
with the bottoms level. Fiaes, made with bricks (a little asunder), were 
laid across the bottoms, so a8 to communicate with apertures left near the 
ground at opposite sides of the kilns, Over these flues, pieces of wood, 
chips, furze, &c., were pleced, and the kiln was then filled with ore, 
broken into small pieces, but not ¢o small as to ran any danger of their 
choking the draught, or preventing a {ree circulation. A connecting fur 
was next built over the ore, to convey the sulphur into an arched receiver 
—the outside of the whole being coated over with clay mortar, to prevent 
escape of the sulphbar, or admission of rain. The kiln was thus prepared 
| for ** lighting,’’ which operation was effected by keeping fuel burning at 

the apertures described as connected with the bottom flues, until a suffi. 
| cient degree of heat was given to the ore within reach of the fire, to insure 
| its communication with a further quantity, so that, on removing the fre, 
j} and closing up the apertures to « certain degree, sublimation of the ore 
| would be effected by spontaneous combustion ; when the ehole process 
was properly managed, a kiln, containing seventy to cighty tons. war 
j commonly “* barot out" in about two months time. The quantity of 
| sulphur collected in the receiver depended in so great a measure on the 
proper care and attention of the persons employed to repair the constant 
eracks and openings made in the walls, and covering of the kilns, by the 
burning mess they confined, and the process bemg carried on in the open 
| air at all seasons, it was to be expected that cousiderable ‘ escape,” or

Having referred to the alkali manufacture, I beg leave to make a few 
observations upon ik, in reply to some letters of a correspondent of the 
Mining Journal, signing himself “ No Enemy to Free Trade,” which 
appeared at the commencement of the discussion of the question of the 
Sicilian sulphar monopoly, “ No Eaemy to Free Trade” was evidently 
opposed to the alkali manefacture, and I am surprised that no one an~ 
gaged in it replied te him. He pointed out the ruinoas effects upon 
various branches of manufacture, consequent upon the establishment and 
sucoess of alkali works, but more particularly those of making kelp, and 
pot and pearl ashes. biis pathetic reeital of the hardsbips of the inbabi- 
tants of the Highlands and Islands of Scotland, formerly engaged in 
making kelp, is rather hudicrows. Their means of subsistence being an- 
nibilated, it required a military force to drive them from their homes of 
destitution and starvation, with no refuge bat the Canadas, where, upon 
arrival, they found that the same cause which pat an end to their means 
of subsistence at home, had also the only branch of trade they 
could embark ia—that ef making pot and pearl ashes. That the Scotch 
kelp makers were great sufferers, I will not deny, but they were them- 
selves greatly to blame. During the time of Scotch corruption, and 
Scotch influeuce in high quarters, an exorbiteut daty was laid upon all 
foreign kelps and barillaa, aimed, in a great measure, at the prohibition 
| of kelp from Norway, with the view of encouraging the use of Seotch 
help, there being some manufactures—such as that of crown for 
which the richer kelp, or barilla, ie not suited. The Scotch mal hav. 
ing secured a monopoly, instead of setting to work to improve the article, 
as they might have done, attended only to quantity, and the 
glass makers, who were in a manner to wee it with veriest 
rubbish, theowlng into the fused ashes, stones, sand, and ail sorte of im. 
purities, to make weight. In consequence, a glass manufietoror, using 
the same materials in regular prepertions, could nover caloulate the 
quality of the glass he was te turn oat. No two pots were ever alike— 
and, indeed, it was considered well to get half a dozen good tables out of 
the same pet consecutively. As soon as the repeal of the salt tax enabled 
the glass manufacturer to supply himself by its decomposition with an 
artificial alkali, upon which he could depend, the alkali manufacture com. 
menced, and with it the great increase in the consumption of sulphur. 

1 believe that the ejcetment of the Highlanders .was caused by agrical- 
tural speculation, rather than the decline of the kelp trade, the weed 
being now aved for manure, which may, perhaps, prove a more permanent 
benefit to the country by improving its soil, than the temporary and pre- 
earions employment of the people in making kelp. | suspect that large 
quentities of the pot and pearl ashes formerly imported from Canada were 
maoufectered in the United States, and transported into Canada, to save 
part of the duty here. At all events, the alkali manufacture has now he- 
come of more importance in a pational point of view then all the other 
considerations to which ** No Enemy to Free Trade” refers. At fitet 
view, the alkali manufactare may seem to be a subject quite unconnected 
with the mining interests of the United Kingdom, yet ia reality it is very 
mach connected with them, and I trust it will shortly become more so, 
when a sepply of sulphee ta derived from our own mines, and which will 
render the alkali manufacture one of the most splendid triamphs of ma- 
nofaeturing skill and industry in the Kingdom. Ina an alhall work mach 
manual labour is required, and extensive promises, as most of the opera- 
tion must go on uader cover, Hence a number of the labouring popula- 
tien are employed, and there is a great consumption of building materials. 
Th the manufacturing apparatus and atenasils there ia a great consumption 
af lead and iron, In one coneern-—that of Meaera. Tennanta and Co,, of 
Glasgow-—-without having very certain data to guide me, | should say that 
1000 tons of sheet lead were slowly, but constantly, going to destruction. 
The firet operation of elkali making being to magufacture sulphuric acid, 
whieh ia done by burning ealphur, and condensing ite vapour in la 
leaden chambers, La the construction of the furnaces, large quanti 
of iron, fire bricks, &e., are consamed, while throughout all the opera- 
tions, whieh are very destructive to the apparatus and utensils, an inore- 
dible quantity of iron ls coomumed. The grand basis is salt, whieh is fret 
decomposed by sulplurte acid—alterwards by coal and lime, or chalk; very 
large quantities of coal are also used as fuel, The old name for soda was 

the mineral alkall—a very appropriate one, as it ls altogether a mineral 
product. 

Where copper emelting works and alkali orks are situated in imme- 
diate contiguity, the arrangements whieh you, Mr, Editor, point out, 
would anewer extremely well, cither for the alkell maker to burn off, in 
his sulpharie acid spparatua, ae much sulphur as the copper smelter now 
does in bis process of calcination, the ore being then transferred t the 
smelting works, or for the smelters to manafacture the acid, and dispose 
of it to the alkali maker. Bet where the two estsblishmente are at « dis~ 
tance, the traneport of euch bulky articles must be « serious obstacle, I 
have, however, proved the practicability of making sulphur by an easy 
process, from several of the metallic sulphurets, whieh will obviate all 
dificalties. Lam desirous of directing the attention of the mining interest 
to the subject, rather than that of the copper emeiter of alkali manufac. 
turer, with a view to the establishment of salphar works, at the mines 
ebounding ia ores conteining ealphur, where it could be separated at least 
expense from ores in other respects of no value, as well as from the rloher 
ores, to such an extent as would sult the copper emelter, and save him 
the expense of calcination, Ruch operation might be car ied o@ eiiher by 
the miners, or by a company acting a8 an intermediate party. 

British or irieh salptur may assuredly be manufact for a price to 
compete with foreign sulpher, at the lowest rate at which it can be im. 
ported—eay 4/, 10s. per ton, and leave a fair profit. But extraordinary 
inducements must be held out, to induce cspitalists to embark in an om 
tirely new ond untried speciation ; let th) miners stir themenlves to get 
a duty of /. per toa imposed, and they will soon reap the benefit.

James Sutcliffe, Heary-street, Limerick, builder, certain improvements in 
machiaery or apparatus for raising and forcing water or other fluids, and in. 
creasing the power of water upon water-wheeils, and other machinery, April 
24.—The first improvement consists in the construction of a rotary engine or 
pamp. An elliptical piston is made to revolve in a cylindrical chamber, the 
eads of which are closed by cap plates. The periphery of the piston, running 
parallel with the transverse axis of the ellipsis, passes round in close contact 
with the inoer surfnee of the cylindrical chamber, Contiguous to the cylin 
der is & segmental tube, leading from the rising main, and opening in the 
eylind:r, near ite upper surface. Above the cylindrical chamber is a 
opening and passage to the tank. A lever valve or tongue works in this, on 
a » Aad presses On the periphery of the elliptical pistoa, which in revolv- 
ing draws the water from the main, sed forces the water that was bele-7 
the pisten into the tank above, where it is allowed to flow oat through the 
spout of the pump. 

Secood improvement, for raising water, consists in the use of a di 
or bag, which is placed within a barrel or cylinder, the upper. part of which 
has a dome cap. low the diephragm is an air vesse! or baoy, A reser- 
voir or channel of water, baving its surfece higher than the dome cap, 
empties its water a pipe into the diaphragm, and when fall, a cock 
shuts off the supply. cock ofa pipe leadivg from the bottom of the re- 
servoir to the bottom of the barrel or cylinder, is turned sv as toadmit a body 
of water below the air vessel or buoy, which is made to rise and force up the 
diaphragm or bag, and thereby express the volume of water thereia, through 
the pipe or opening at the top of the dome cap. 

The third improveneat is an overshot water-wheel, formed with buckets 
or recesses, with circular flanges cn each side, and moving ia contact with a 
segmental face. The water is regulated by a tongue or valve, s0 as to com- 
mence its power almost at the line of centre of gravity, and the segmeatal 
face retaining the water, cnuses its gravitating force to act upon a greater 
extent of the periphery of the whee!.
